Sm: In compliance with law, I have the honor to submit to 
you, and through you to the Legislature, the transactions of 
this department since its last annual report dated December 
31, 1891, under the following heads: 


UNDER THE OLD LAW. 


The sale of swamp and overflowed lands from December 
81, 1891, to April 2, 1892, when the land chapter of the An- 
notated Code went into effect, amounted to 1,268.70 acres, at 
$1.25 an acre, and I have paid into the treasury on ‘account 
of that fund, $1,334.96. 


INTERNAL IMPROVEMENT TANDA, 
No sale has been made of these lands since my last report. 
LOWRY ISLAND LANDS. 
No sale has been made of these lands inte my last report. 


ERRONEOUS SORIP ENTRIES. 


Under provisions of chapter 11, Act of 1890, entitled “An 
Act in relation to swamp lands,” authorizing the sale of cer- 
tain lands erroneously entered with scrip in counties other 
than that for which the scrip was issued, subsequently modi- 
fied by an ordinance of the Constitutional Convention of 
1890, whereby the 124 cents per acre demanded by the afore- 
said Act of 1890 was abrogated, I have re-patented 102,650.07 
acres, and paid into the treasury $38.00, being the $1.00 ad. 
vertising fee provided for in the Act of 1890, collected from 
the several patentees. There, was some doubt as to whether 
the ordinance of the Convention abrogated this fee as pro-' 
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vided in the Act of 1890, as it had the twelve cents and a 
half an acre, but after consultation with the Attorney-Gen- 
eral, it was deemed best to colleet same. The lands thus re- 
patented were originally sold and patonted prior to 1860, and 
mostly lie in the Delta and are held largely by the L., N. O., 
& T. Railroad. 

UNDER THE NEW LAW. 


After careful perusal of the land chapter of the Annotated 
Code of 1892, and mature deliberation, the Governor and 
Land Commissioner issued the following circular : 


OIRCULAR. 


MississrPPI LAND OFFIOE, 
Jaoxson, March 1, 1898. i 


The Land Chapter of the Annotated Code of 1892, in ac- 
cordance with an ordinance of the Constitutional Convention, 
completely changes the land system of the State. The Swamp 
Land Office was abolished, and the “Mississippi Land Office” 
established. The Chickasaw School Lands formerly sold by 
the Secretary of State, and the Tax Lands which have passed 
the date of redemption, were tranferred from the Auditor’s 
Office to this department. 

The Land Chapter of the Code, approved April 2, 1892, 
withdrew for one year all the lands, save Chickasaw School 
Lands, from the market, the uniform price of which was fixed 
by the Code at $6.00 per acre, that the Land Commissioner 
might have time to investigate, and, in conjunction with the 
Governor, fix the price of lands “ deemed to be of peculiar 
or special value, at whatever they believe the interest of the 
State requires.” The minimum price of Swamp and Over- 
fiowed and Internal Improvement Lands was fixed at $1.25 
an acre by the Code, but in their discretion, the Governor 
and Commissioner were authorized to fix the price of For- 
feited Tax Lands at a lower figure. 

No appropriation was made by which the value of these 
lands could be ascertained, hence no estimate as to their rela- 
tive value was possible. It is known, however, that several 
syndicates and large individual holders, who have purchased 
pine and delta lands, no better and possibly not as good as 
the large quantities of lands recently patented to the State 
by the United States, paid $1.25 an acre therefor, de- 
cline to sell at any price, but are holding their hundreds of 
thousands of acres for speculative purposes, while others, 
according to locality, are charging from $2.00 to $8.00 an 
acre for cullings of 160 acres and less. To protect the State 
domain from further spoliation by speculators and syndicates 
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is clearly the letter and spirit of the law, Then the only 
thing left for us, since no means is provided for the 
proper classification and accurate valuation of the State 
lands, is to agree upon a good, fair price, and let the pur- 
chaser inspect and be the judge of that part “deemed to be 
of peculiar or special value,” for it is well known that pur- 
chasers, especially syndicates aid speculators, cull—get the 
best—even when the price is as low as 25 cents per acre. 
And if syndicates can afford to purchase as they have done, 
and are anxious now to do, hold for years, lose the interest 
on their money and pay taxes from year to year on the lands 
they hold, surely the State need not be in any hurry to sac- 
rifice its lands, which are daily increasing in value. 

No application for purchase will be received or considered : 
before the morning of April 2, 1898, and all applications will 
be filed in the order in which they are received, and acted 
upon accordingly. Only 160 acres can be purchased by one 
person in any one year. s

Upon presentation by applicant of a receipt from the 
Treasurer containing a description of the land sought to be 
purchased, and the amount of money paid therefor, a patent, 
signed by the Land Commissioner under seal, countersigned 
by the Governor, and attested by the Secretary of State, is 
issued, The record of the sale is noted on the gale book, 
and the patent recorded in the patent-book, The Chancery 
Olerk is then notified of the sale that he may list the land 
for taxation. The State Auditor and State Treasurer are

FORFEITED TAX LANDS. 


These lands which have passed the date of redemption, - 
were received under certificates from the Auditor and aggre- 
gate 198,002 acres. They: have been neatly and carefully 
copied into arecord for forfeited tax lands, by sections, town- 
ships, ranges and counties, the price of lands in the several 
counties being noted in red ink. 


SWAMP AND OVERFLOWED LANDS. 


Since my last report the State has received patents from 
the United States for 37,846 84.100 acres of swamp and over- 
flowed land under Act of September 28, 1850. These lands 
are all located in the southern part of Marion county, and 
are said to be the best pine timbered lands in the State. 


CONDITION ©F RECORDS. 


Reports show that all my predecessors called attention to 
the records of this office. In my last report I earnestly ad- 
monished the Legislature that “ a few year's more of hand- 
ling of these records in their present decaying condition 
would put them almost beyond preservation." Notes of the 
original surveys, transferred by the Surveyor-General of the 
United States to the State of Mississippi in 1848, were lying 
dust-covered and worm-eaten against the damp walls of the 
capitol, without any protection in the shape of binding, the 
ink fading slowly but surely trom contact with the air and 
dampness. Many of these notes had never been transcribed 
for office use, others had been transcribed but no comparison 
made, and the binding of those properly transcribed before 
the war, was destroyed from long handling and the depre- 
dation of worms. The original plats projected from these 
field notes were in as bad or worse condition than the field 
notes. These records were the foundation of every title in 
the State of Mississippi, public and private. They had 
been handled and pulled about, moved and removed from 
one office to another until they had become a heterogenous 
mass, and in some instances lost. . 

The Legislature of 1892 appropriated $1,500 to be ex- 
pended in the preservation and proper protection of these 
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records, the work to be done under the direction of the- 
Land Commissioner, and the accounts to be approved by the 
Governor. In order to make -his appropriation meet the 
desired end, the most rigid economy was employed. Com- 
petitive bids-were asked for in the matter of binding of all 
the records, and for the putting in of steel cases for field 
notes, patents, and other valuable records and papers, Two 
competent clerks at $75.00 per month each, were employed to 
sort out, transcribe and compare the field notes. This work 
was tedious, laborious and painstaking. In many instances 
a powerful lens was required to decipher the almost oblit- 
erated manuscripts, while in comparing work heretofore 
done, it was discovered that entire townships had been 
omitted or erroneously transcribed. Those notes which had 
never been transcribed were transcribed, carefully com- 
pared, and bound into record books. All papers are sorted 
out and put into moist and dust-proof steel cases, each bear- 
ing the label of its contents, as were also all the patents 
and other evidences of title trom the government to the 
State, as well as the original field notes. While the records 
are not in as good condition, as if this action had been taken 
when first asked for, some fifteen years ago, they are now 
in the best condition it is possible for them to be put. For- 
merly it was a burden, without any certainty of success, to 
Search among these records for evidence of title. Now it 
is eagy to lay hand on any document wanted, except where 
records are gone, and these instances have been noted. 
Efforts are being made to have these losses supplled from 
Washington. Of the $1,500 appropriated, $1,481.05 has 
been expended itemized, vouchers for which are on file in 
the Auditor’s office. l 


LAND SALES. 


On account of the stringency in money matters, land sales 
have been light. It cannot be said, however, that this is 
the result of the prices fixed by the Governor and Land 
Commissioner upon the State’s land, because inquiry elicits 
the information that the largest land syndicate.in the State 
which esters to the market has not sold a foot of land in the 
last twelve months. In this connection it may be stated 
that the State should realize handsomely on her lands. The 
pine lands of South and East Mississippi inuring to the State 
inlieu of lands disposed of by the United Staies after the 
Act of 1850, and before the Act of 1857, must of necessity, 
‘be better than the lands now owned in the State by the 
United States, because they were culled by the State from 
the government's holding in the State. It is a conceded fact 
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that our long leaf pine makes superior lumber to that of 
any timber in the world. It is an indisputable fact that the 
pineries of the northwest are well nigh exhausted. The 
United States government disposes of its lands in tracts of 
160 acres and less for homestead purposes only. The specu- 
lator is now barred.from obtaining large holdings from the 
United States for timber purposes. The home-seeker will 
not purchase from the State at any price, so long as he can 
get 160 acres from the United States for nothing. Specu- 
lators, corporations and mill-owners, must then, look to the 
State, or to individuals, who, in the easy times of the past, 
have acquired title, either from the government or the State, 
for fine timbered lands. 


I am advised that northwestern States—notably North 
Dakota—that obtained lands under the same laws as the 
lands held by this State were obtained, are selling their 
_lands at an average of $19 per acre. I am informed by a 
non-resident representative of a syndicate holding lands in 
Mississippi, himself a resident and land owner in the north- 
west, that the lands held by this State for sale, are superior 
in every respect to the lands now {bringing $19 an acre in 
North Dakota. From a four years’ personal observation of 
the northwest, I am prepared to endorse this statement, and 
to supplement it with the remark that the beggarly price 
placed upon its lands in times past by the State, has had a 
tendency to discredit its lands abroad. It is matter for 
sincere regret that the State has never fully appreciated its 
land holding, nor taken the necessary steps to protect its 
timber, which properly looked after, and judiciously dis- 
posed of, would prove a gold mine. It is notorious that 
when timber thieves are driven from government land, they 
seek a haven of safety and find rich profit in depredating 
upon the lands of the State. The United States had on 
June 80, 1893, in the State of Mississippi 885,000 acres of 
land. It pays a Register and Receiver and four clerks 
$10,000 annually to dispose of it, and employs one or more 
special agents at a salary of $2,200 a year, and all traveling 
expenses, to look after its lands—to detect trespassers, 
obtain evidence, and co-operate with the Federal District 
Attorney in the prosecution of timber thieves. Let it be 
borne in mind that the United States derives no benefit in 
dollars and cents from its lands. It is the trustee of the 
people, to whom homesteads are given. The $12,000 a year 
and over, therefore, that the United States spends for the 
protection and distribution of its lands in Mississippi alone, 


is for the direct protection of the people's lands against 
fraud. 


*- 
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The State of Mississippi holds for sale, the proceeds of 
which go into her treasury, 441,472.61-100 acres. 


The State has in trust for school purposes 80,710.85 
acres. There are large selections of lands in lieu of sixteen 
section lands now pending in Washington, and have not yet 
been approved. Large lists of swamp lands and indemnity for 
swamp lands, are also pending in Washington. In addition 
to all this is the sixteenth section lands, of which this office 
only has supervisory control. The annotated code provides 
that the several boards of supervisors shall cause abstracts 
to be made in their several counties of the sixteenth section 
lands, and filed in this office ; but as less than half a dozen 
boards of supervisors have complied with this law, I have 
no data to compute the acreage of the sixteenth section lands 
in the State. The amount, when ascertained, it is believed, 
will show the State’s holdings, all told, to. be some million 
acres. And yet the State does not appropriate one dollar 
to protect its domain from spoliation. Thousands and thou- 
sands of dollars worth of timber is annually stolen from 
the ‘people’s lands. Money saved is money made. And 
money saved the tax payers is money saved in the right 
direction. The United States marshal recently reported to 
this office that he had found in Southeast Mississippi several 
thousand splendid pine logs, cut-from State lands, ready to 
take the tide at its flood. It was a humiliating fact that the 
State was powerless, and had to ask the co-operation of the 
marshal as a courtesy, to protect her own. Only yesterday 
notice came that a large number of cypress logs, cut from 
sixteenth section lands, were lying in a bayou in the delta, 
and would be floated off as:soon as the water was high 
enough. It was asserted that the board of supervisors in 
the county where this depredation occurred, and whose duty 
it is under the law, to prosecute such unlawful acts, had been 
notified of this depredation, buthad taken no action. These 
facts have been stated for the purpose of showing' the neces- 
sity of an appropriation for the employment of a specialagent 
or agents to run down despoilers of the State's lands, and ce- 
operate with the district attorneys in the several districts in 
the State in the prosecution of depredators, and for the 
further purpose of investigating the value of the State's 
lands and reporting the same to this department for the in- 
formation of the Governor and Land Commissioner, so that 
they can intelligently fix the price thereof. Every publie 
land State in the Union has a special land agent. And such 
special agent always saves the State annually a great many 
thousands of dollars. The land commissioner is charged 
by law with the prosecution of timber depredators, but the 
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law is a dead letter, because he is not furnished with the 
sinews of war. 


CHIOKASAW SOHOOL LANDS. 


These lands, of which 80,709.85 acres remain unsold, were 
donated to the State in lieu of the sixteenth section lands in 
the Chickasaw cession, the government having sold the 
sixteenth section lands for the benefit of the Indians. For- 
merly these lands were sold by the Secretary of State. 
Under the new law they were transferred to this depart- 
ment. The. grant of these lands consisted of an amount 
equal to the one thirty-sixth part of the area of the -Chicka- 
saw cession in the State of Mississippi. The uniform price 
of these lands has been six dollars an acre. Another unsuc- 
cessful effort was made at the last session of the Legislature 
to reduce the price of these lands. As this vast domain has 
been disposed of, save 30,709.85 acres, at six dollars an acre, 
the wisdom of the Legislature in declining to reduce the 
price is manifest, and was a guide to the Governorand Land 
Commissioner in raising the price of other lands from $1.25 
to $4.00 an acre, as left in their discretion by law. I have 
semi-annually made to the Auditor a statement for the dis- 
tribution of the Chickasaw school fund for the several coun- 
ties in the Chickasaw district. - 


OFFICE FEES. 


Since April 2, 1892, and up to September 30, 1893, inclusive, 
I have paid into the treasury $622.95, fees collected under 
the fee bill, itemized reports of which have been made to 
the Auditor monthly, in accordance with law. When it is 
considered that the lands were withdrawn from sale from 
April 1, 1892, until April 2, 1893, together with the strin- 
gency in money matters since then, this is a pretty good 
showing, and demonstrates that when business activity 
returns the fees of the office will more than pay the salary 
of the Land Commissioner. 


CONCLUSION. 


In conclusion, Governor, I beg to thank you for the able, 
painstaking and valuable co-operation and support you have 
uniformly given me in the line of my official duty.
